Debaters win three in UK 

LONDON - Touring McGill debaters Lionel Chetwynd and 
Danny Trevtck have won their first three debates by over- 
whelming audience* votes. 



The meeting begins at 7 pm 
In the Union Board Room. 

Aberman would not comment 
yesterday on the contents of the 
report, but did say that he will 
propose three recommendations 
concerning CUS. The report will 
also include "a background of 
the CUS congress, a statement 
of our position in the union and 
the dynamics of the congress." 

At the congress, held In Ha- 
lifax in early September, McGill 
was one of the leaders, along 
with the University of Alberta 
at Edmonton and Bishop's, of a 
conservative faction which 
opposed CUS's activist orien- 
tation. 

McGill voted against a re- 
solution proposing action to pro- 
mote universal accessibility to 
higher education, and Aberman 
was . :9neio^||the leaders of a 
movemenrttf^ake membership 
in CUS voluntary. 

Edmonton has since with- 
drawn from CUS, and Bishop's 
position will be decided in a 
referendum next Monday. 
Bishop's is also expected to 
withdraw. 



Aberman would not say 
whether his report will recom- 
mend that McGill follow their 
lead. He emphasized that his re- 
commendations were "only my 
own opinions".

Teoch-in on China 
piped into union 

This weekend's Toronto 
teach-in on "the great cultural 
revolution" of China will be 
piped into room B26 of the 
Union Friday evening, Sa- 
turday and Monday afternoon. 

The conference is designed to 
bring together a group of the 
most noted scholars on Chbia to 
examine the recent developments 
there. 

Central issues will be China's 
foreign policy toward under- 
developed nations and her effect 
on the world balance of power. 

Friday evening the discussion 
will centre on "Inside China 
Today". The program will be 
heard from 7 to 11 pm. 

Foreign policy will be high- 
lighted Saturday morning when 
the panelists will deal with 
"China and the Emerging Na- 
tions". The broadcast begins at 
0 am. At 1:30 pm the topic will 
be "China and the Industrial 
Nations". 

A Sunday afternoon discussion 
of "World Responses to China" 
will be taped and re-broadcast 
Monday afternoon in B23 of the 
Union.

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For Douglas and Yann 

Douglas is a nine-year-old boy who has 
been in and out of foster homes for as long 
OS he con remember. His present address is 
Detention, Montreal, along with a couple of 
thousand other kids, 

Yann happens to be more fortunate. He's 
only four years old, but has also been in 
various institutions because he has been 
termed a management problem, Yann, like 
Douglas, was abandoned by his pa^n^. 
Unlike Douglas, however, he will soon be 
going to a foster home. Fortunate? Beyond 
any shadow of a doubt, considering the 
formidable opposition Quebec's adoption 
laws pose to finding families for homeless 
youngsters, especially emotionally disturbed 
ones. 

Quebec's adoption laws at present stipul- 
ate that no parents con adopt children who 
do not belong to the same religion they do. 
This situation has led to the proliferation of 
social service and children's fostering agen- 
cies in the province, and especially in the 
city of Montreal. For the Jews, there is the 



Baron De Hirsch Institute; for the Protestants, 
the Children's Service Centre and for the 
Catholics there is bifurcation along linguistic- 
ethnic lines as well. For English-speaking 
Catholics the service agency is the Catholic 
Welfare Board, and for French-speaking 
Catholics, the Service Social de Famille. The 
proliferation has tremendous consequences 
for a boy like Yann. Since he is classified 
as French-speaking, although he speaks 
English, Yann's chances for finding a foster 
home were relatively slim. Why? Mainly 
because there are something like 7000 
French-speaking Catholic kids waiting for 
homes, under the supervision of an agency 
that is vastly understaffed for the amount 
of cases it has to deal with. And all the 
while there remain Jewish families ready 
to adopt them, but forbidden by law to do 
so. 

What's the point? Quebec's adoption 
laws are way out of date. The recent Civil 
Code Reform Commission has recommended 
that the adoption laws be modified to allow 
a child to be adopted if one parent is of the 
same religion as the child. Considering 



present rates of intermarriage, it is highly 
doubtful that this change will help alter the 
situation very much. It is very hard to under- 
stand why the commission should stop at 
such a half-way measure. One may claim 
that the Roman Catholic forces in the 
province will exert pressure to block ' any 
stronger attempts at reform. This, however, 
is only part of the story. When the Baron 
De Hirsch advertised for parents for a set 
of twins it mentioned that these Jewish 
children hod been staying at a Roman 
Catholic foster home while they were 
infants. The Baron De Hirsch received 
numerous telephone colls from members of 
the Jewish community, not to ask to adopt 
the kids but to give the Institute hell for 
placing them in a caretaker Roman Catholic 
home. 

Let's face it. Kids know no religion. They 
know mommies and daddies, clothes, love, 
lollipops, Batman, a chance to run and 
lough. In the long run it's fdr more important 
to have a healthy individual contributing 
his share to himself and society, Jewish, 
Protestant, Roman Catholic or other, than 
to have a Roman Catholic kid deprived of 
a possible Jewish home and a normal life. 
Human life is too valuable to have it des- 
troyed in the name of any ideology, and 
especially in the name of our own petty 
ethnccentrism. 

The Civil Code Reform Commission, 235 
Dorchester Blvd. W., will receive briefs and 
letters until Saturday. This newspaper will 
send them a copy of our editorial. For most 
of the students at McGill, this means of 
action may be too late. But the revised code 
goes to the Legislature to be voted on by 
YOUR deputy. Write him. To ctestroy one 
child is to commit the basest of crimes. Our 
present adoption laws do just that eyery 
day.

"It seems to me that any- 
thing that can be taught to 
another is relatively inconse- 
quential ... 

"Such self-discovered learn- 
ing, truth that has been person- 
ally appropriated and assimil- 
ated in experience, cannot be 
directly communicated to an- 
other . . . 

"I realize that I am only in- 
terested in... learning things 
that matter, that have some 
sit^nificant influence on my own 

bi'havlor. 

"I find it very rewarding lo 
loarn in groups, in rclation- 
shir with one person as in 
tlicrapy, or by myself. 

"I find that one of the best, 
but most difficult ways for me 
to learn is to drop my own de- 

fcnsiveness, at least temporari- 
ly, and to try to understand 



the way in which this experience 
seems and feels to the other 
person:" 

FROM Personal Thoughts on 
Teaching and Learning. 

If these words are slowly 
read and digested, I believe 
we may find here a hint of the 
basic theme underlying the 
moving experience described by 
the two McGill delegates at 
mterloo.

"God" May 
Not Exist 

Dear Sir, 

In reply to Emcsc Lchotau's 
interesting but naive letter, I 
would like to explain to her 
exactly what humanism believes 
about religion. 

Your correspondent begins 
by saying that she has found 
the humanist philosophy of 
"social responsibility, love, and 
human dignity" in Christianity. 
I immediately assumed that she 
meant the basic teachings of 
Christ rather than the actions 
of his disciples, (of which much 
can be written.) Suffice that 
Thomas de Torquemada and 
John Calvin very seldom turn- 
ed the other chcclc. Christ him- 
self, though assuming of course 
that he did indeed exist, is a 
wailcing paradox. At one time 
he suffers the little children to 
see him, rebuking his followers' 
haughtiness, a little later he 
announces that only through 
himself can the world escape 



damnation. The same man could 
bless the meek and wither a 
fig tree because it had not, out 
of season, supplied him with 
fruit'. 

Most religions arc acquired 
with little or no freedom on 
the part of their believers. 
Initiation (call it circumdslon 
or baptism) is performed on 
unknowing infants. Parents and 
friends bombard children with 
such a stream of propaganda 
that they are frightened into 
accepting confirmation. One 
Anglican girl that I know was 
told by her grandmother that 
her Unitarian girl-friend "might 
be very nice" but that "that 
will never get her into Hea- 
ven". Taboos which religion en- 
force are most certainly detri- 
mental ' to health ■ and life. 
Christianity's stand against 
birth control and sex education 
has caused great suffering. In- 
deed, the church once objected 
to the use of anaesthetics for 
women In labour on the grounds 
that It went contrary to the 
"curse of Eve". 

Christian theology may have 
gained from the advances of 
Science but not without doing 
its best to stifle them. Worst- 
ed in Astronomy by Copernicus, 
the church tried to hinder the 
study - of anatomy. Later It 
attacked geology and Freudian 
psychology. Now it is attempt- 
ing to extricate itself from the 
quicksand of its stand on birth 
- control. 

Why, you may ask, is this so? 
Contrary to what many chiirch- 



men would have us believe, this 
is not due to the conservatism 
of some prelates, but rather to 
the very nature of revealed 
religion. Once something has 
been communicated to us from 
God, we must believe it. Since 
God is eternal, omniscient, and 
omnipotent, such truths are 
eternally sound. All this, gives 
rise to such beliefs as the one 
that men have one fewer rib 
than .women. If a man ever 
counted and proved this to be 
false he was called a heretic 
and burned at the stake. This 
leads to a further bad habit of 
relying on authority whether it 
be secular or theological. Aris- 
totle, although a pagan, was 
so highly . respected In the 
Middle Ages that the BJi. 
course at Oxford during the 
time of Chaucer was based al- 
most entirely on his works. 

Why are hiimlnists opti- 
mistic 7 Because they believe 
that in spite of religion man 
has a mind which makes him 
capable of living rationally. This 
of course does not completely 
exclude the emotional side of 
man. It does, however, mean 
that man must see the world as 
it really is — not as he would 
like it to be, and that he must 
act according to the dictates 
of his own conscience — not the 
whims of a "God" who may 
very well not exist,

PenfieU praises 
Chinese progress

Dr. Wilder Penfieid fold the 
Pre-Medical Society yesterday 
that China has made great 
progress in medicine since the 
Revolution. 

Dr. Penfieid, former head of 
the Montreal Neurological Ins- 
titute, said that the "great leap 
forward" could not have talcen 
place without a "wall" being set 
up around the country. He said 
Chinese society has none of the 
West's social problems. "Puri- 
tanic", he termed it. 

While in China, Dr. Penfieid 
requested that he be allowed to 
travel by train through the main- 
land, and in his speech he out- 
lined some of his observations. 

Although the American press 
has reported a break-down of the 
family unit, the small family 
remains. Dr. Penfieid said. Late 
marriages and family planning 
are encouraged and In most fa- 
milies, mothers work, while 
their children arc cared for in 
nursery, schools. 

China has two medical schools 
— one traditional and one West- 
ern. The traditional school is 
about 75 years behind the 
Western one in drugs, but is 
more advanced in the treatment 
of fractures and functional cases. 

"Although there is a great 
shortage of doctors in China," 
Dr. Penfieid said, "the hospitals 
are first-class." For a commune 
of 20,000 people that he visited, 
there were only two doctors, 
one dentist and three pharma- 
cists. Payment is required for 
medical treatment 

While being "interrogated" in 
Washington on the events of his 
trip. Dr. Penfieid denied that he 
was given a slanted view of the 
Communist nation. He emphasized 
that he never talked about po- 
litics while in China, and made 
all his judgements on a medical 
level. 

He reported that the Rocke- 
feller Foundation poured $45 
million into the Peking Union ~ 
Medical College at the turn of 
the century. "This is one of the 
greatest contributions the Found- 
ation has ever made toward the 
betterment of mankind." 

"Although China and India 
became independent at the same 
time," Dr. Penfieid said, "China 
has made much more progress in 
combattiiiiKi hunger and ^ diséàse. t v 
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First blood is drawn 

More than 600 pints were collected in the Union Ballroom 
yesterday as the campus again became the Montreal area's 
only source of blood. 



The clinic was officially open- 
ed when Principal and Vice 
Chancellor H. Rocke Robertson 
and reigning Carnival Queen 
Judy Wood cut the ribbon follow- 
ing ceremonies in the Union. 
Dr. Robertson said that although 
there arc many problems about 
which the student body finds it 
hard to agree, the need for blood 
is something we all agree on and 
all should act. 

André Marcil, president of the 
Montreal chapter of the Red 
Cross, also urged students to 
give blood. The Red Cross serves 
177 hospitals and needs at least 
4,500 pints of blood each week. 
During the week of the Blood 
Drive, the clinic at McGill is the 
only one supplying the Montreal 
area. 

A parade to the Union pre- 
ceded the official opening. Five 
majorettes led the parade from 
the Arts building, through the 
Roddick gates, along Sherbrooke 
Street and up McTavish Street 
to the Union. Following the ma- 
jorettes was a 'tornado' compo:ed 
of three cars borrowed from the 
Parks department. Forty Drop- 
lettes arrived in an aged fire 
truck that also carried a "for sale" 
sign. 

Encouraged by seductive 
posters, the 604 people who gave 
blood were not deterred by a 
long wait. Molson Hall is leading 
the way in the contest for the 
Bloody Mary, the prize for the 
residence with the highest per- 
centage of bleeders. In the com- 
petition for the Bloody Boris, 
Lambda Chi Alpha is ahead, 
hoping to again capture the prize 
for fraternities. Arts and Science 
had the largest percentage of 
bleeders among the faculties. 

Among the prizes awarded to

The clinic was filled to capacity 
throughout the day; however, 
less blood was collected than on 
the first day of the Blood Drive 
last year.

The 
goal set for this year is 5,000 
pints, the same as that of last 
year when 4,200 pints were ac- 
tually collected. 

In order to accommodate the 
capacity crowds, the clinic will 
increase its facilities today. All 
donors with appointments will 
be able to bleed without having 
to wait in line.
